Rare  is  the  central  administrator  who,  in  his  off-hours,  musters 
enough  spare  energy  to  be  a  dedicated  sports  fanatic,  a  locker  room 
buddy,  and  a  musical  wizard.  Rarer  still  is  he  who  coordinates  a  highly 
efficient  school  system  also.  But  Wayland's  Dr.  William  George  Zim- 
merman Jr.  is  one  of  those  select  school  superintendents  who  manages 
to  combine  responsible  authority  with  a  heartfelt  concern  for  all  stu- 
dents, whatever  be  their  grade  level. 

Even  at  the  top  of  the  Wayland  school  apparatus,  Dr.  Z.  has  always 
actively  involved  himself  in  the  daily  pursuits  of  Wayland  kids.  An  avid 
supporter  of  Wayland  athletics,  he  attends  many  sporting  events  and 
has  on  occasion  rescued  injured  wrestlers  with  an  emergency  lift  to  the 
hospital.  A  firm  believer  in  physical  fitness,  he  opens  the  fieldhouse  at 
6:30  each  weekday  morning  for  kids  and  parents  to  work  out.  He  him- 
self runs  two  miles  daily.  At  football  games  he  plays  first  trombone 
with  the  Marching  Band,  and,  in  an  effort  to  bring  disparate  generations 
of  the  community  together,  he  organized  a  community  band  of  Way- 
land  musicians,  age  twelve  to  eighty-five. 

Dr.  Zimmerman  has  made  and  fulfilled  a  commitment  to  Wayland 
youth  that  carries  far  beyond  his  official  function.  Ever  accessible  to 
kids  in  need,  he  is  on  emergency  call  at  all  hours  of  the  night.  His 
humility  and  selflessness  have  drawn  him  admiration  from  fellow  work- 
ers, parents,  and  students  alike.  Remarkably,  he  is  never  too  busy  to 
help  out  a  student  with  a  special  problem.  To  quote  Rick  Moyer,  Dr.  Z. 
is  "probably  the  only  central  administrator  in  education  who  gets  so 
involved  with  the  kids  from  the  grass  roots  up."  Formally,  he  has  been 
honored  for  excellence  with  "Scholastic  Wrestling  News'  "Administra- 
tor of  the  Year  in  High  School  in  the  United  States"  award  for  1975-76. 
But  unofficially,  his  efforts  have  inspired  appreciation  and  affection  in 
the  hearts  of  the  individual  Wayland  students  to  whom  Dr.  Z.  has  been 
a  true  friend.

High  School  Administration 

Change  is  an  absolute  in  our  society  and  in  our  world,  and  our  effectiveness  as  people  is  influenced  significantly  by 
how  each  of  us  deals  with  change.  Each  of  us  is  a  change  agent  in  his  own  life.  Our  effectiveness  as  change  agents 
is  determined  by  the  goals  we  set  for  ourselves  and  our  determination  to  achieve  these  goals.  When  we  are  able  to 
set  purposeful  and  productive  goals  and  when  we  have  the  determination  to  achieve  these  goals,  we  become  effec- 
tive change  agents  in  our  own  lives  and  we  can,  if  we  choose,  influence,  in  significant  ways,  the  institutions  around 
us. 

When  I  look  back  over  the  1970's  and  consider  the  changes  that  have  occurred  during  this  time  period,  I  am 
impressed  with  how  students  have  learned  to  influence  change  in  the  schools  and  in  the  society. 

In  the  late  60's,  pressed  by  the  Viet  Nam  War  and  responding  to  societal  injustices,  student  groups  throughout  the 
nation  rallied  together,  formed  protest  groups  and  made  efforts  to  change  the  world  around  them.  Their  actions, 
their  dress,  their  manner  all  contributed  to  the  clash  that  followed.  A  new  value  system  was  being  proposed,  and 
the  adult  population  could  not  hear  the  ideas  of  the  protesters  because  the  superficial  values  of  dress,  manner  and 
action  got  in  the  way  of  the  message. 

Today,  student  groups  are  working  in  a  more  systematic  way  to  achieve  the  goals  they  have  established  for  them- 
selves. At  Wayland  High  School,  in  the  seven  years  since  the  sixties,  there  have  been  many  changes  in  the  pro- 
gram, and  students  have  had  a  significant  part  in  the  change  process.  The  Open  Campus  program  developed  out  of 
students'  efforts;  a  Human  Sexuality  course  was  introduced  into  the  curriculum  through  the  efforts  of  students; 
and  the  Independent  Study  program  was  influenced  significantly  from  its  beginning  by  students  and  the  opportu- 
nities they  sought.  For  the  past  two  years  we  have  seen  Student  Council  working  in  a  systematic  way  toward 
improved  staff /student  relationships.  A  school  workshop  for  the  total  Wayland  High  School  community  (stu- 
dents and  staff)  has  already  occurred.  A  second  one  is  being  planned.  The  student  Advisory  Board  is  currently 
making  plans  to  establish  an  inter-community  program  with  other  SAB  groups  in  the  area.  Each  of  these  efforts 
brings  about  or  effects  change  and  each  requires  the  setting  of  goals  and  determination  to  achieve  these  goals. 


We  are  in  a  new  era  of  student  involvement.  Student 
groups  are  increasingly  effective  in  planning  and 
achieving  the  goals  they  set.  The  results  are  orderly  and 
productive  change.  Value  clashes  are  minimized  by  dia- 
logue and  opportunity  for  reapproachment. 

For  the  future,  we  can  expect  that  change  will  occur  at 
an  even  more  rapid  rate.  Each  of  us  has  the  responsibil- 
ity to  look  at  his  own  part  in  the  change  pattern.  We 
can  become  effective  change  agents,  and  we  can  influ- 
ence, in  a  positive  and  productive  way,  our  personal 
lives  as  well  as  the  lives  of  the  institutions  which  make 
up  our  society.

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Guidance 


This  year  the  guidance  department,  with  the  aid  of  six  new  personnel,  extended  its  efforts  into 
many  new  areas.  For  the  first  time,  guidance  has  combined  with  the  learning  resource  team,  which 
has  organized  programs  in  reading,  basic  skills,  and  L.R.T.  980  (tutorial).  Students  seeking  direc- 
tion in  future  planning  have  found  useful  information  in  the  new  career  resource  center  directed 
by  career  planning  specialist  Mr.  Heffernan.  Ms.  Morris  and  Mr.  Moyer,  along  with  college  plan- 
ning specialist  Mr.  Oxford,  have  been  dealing  with  seniors. 

Next  year,  guidance  looks  forward  to  the  continuation  of  successful  programs  such  as  future 
planning  night,  S.A.T.  reviews,  College  Exploration  Day  and  the  ongoing  A-day  program. 


English 


The  main  objective  of  the  English  Department  has  been  to  educate  students  in  all  forms  of 
English,  ranging  from  standard  sentence  structure  to  understanding  the  most  complex  English  lit- 
erature. In  its  elective  program  for  juniors  and  seniors,  it  offers  a  wide  variety  of  courses  for  stu- 
dents of  all  abilities  and  interests.  The  courses  are  regularly  reviewed,  and  new  courses  are  added  to 
update  the  program.  This  year,  "Black  Literature"  and  "The  Personal  Voice,"  a  course  in  essays, 
letters  and  poetry,  have  been  added.  Next  year  "Contemporary  Culture,"  a  course  in  media  such  as 
magazines,  television,  and  movies  and  their  effects  on  our  lives,  will  be  offered  along  with  the 
course  "Practical  English."  The  Communications  Skills  Program  continues  to  provide  an  attractive 
option  for  over  one-fourth  of  all  students.  It  is  a  unique  program  in  Massachusetts  and  has  been 
cited  for  its  innovative  approaches  to  teaching  English.

History 

This  year  the  History  Department  went  through  a  major  renovation,  the  relocating  of  its 
offices  from  the  Media  Center  to  its  own  building.  This  turned  out  to  be  a  great  convenience, 
despite  the  cramped  conditions.  The  Department  has  dropped  some  of  the  old  social  science  elec- 
tive courses  and  added  some  new  ones,  but  on  the  whole  has  stressed  revisions  of  the  parent 
courses,  while  the  basic  Freshman,  Sophomore  and  Junior  courses  are  due  to  remain  the  same.  As 
other  departments  have  turned  to  using  only  medium  group  rooms,  the  History  Department  has 
remained  the  only  one  still  using  the  small,  medium  and  large  group  rooms,  thus  emphasizing 
continuity  over  change.  In  general,  the  History  Department  seems  to  be  aiming  toward  stability. 


Science 


This  year's  science  department  is  better  than  ever  for  it  has  everything  from  Avogadro's  con- 
stant to  the  Zeeman  effect.  The  many  courses  offered  in  Chemistry,  Physics  and  Biology  help 
students  to  understand  radioactivity,  refraction,  respiration,  redox  reactions,  relativity,  and  ribo- 
somes.  Weekly  laboratory  investigations  can  cover  anything  from  analyzing  Bufferin  to  calculat- 
ing the  earth's  gravitational  acceleration  constant  to  examining  a  turtle's  intestines.  For  those 
driven  by  scientific  curiosity  (and  these  are  many)  Advanced  Placement  courses  are  offered  in 
Biology,  Chemistry,  and,  after  a  year  layoff,  Physics.  This  year  the  continually  expanding  Science 
Department  has  had  the  good  fortune  to  be  graced  by  the  appearance  of  two  new  faces:  Mr.  John 
Mortarelli  and  Mr.  Jim  Vear.  If  variety  and  quality  are  what  you  want,  the  Science  Department  can 
give  it  to  you.

Mathematics 

What's  new  in  the  Math  Department  this  year?  In  a  wide  range  of  courses,  thirty  new  hand- 
held calculators,  complete  with  buttons  for  pi  and  the  trig  functions,  are  saving  students  the  time 
and  bother  of  arithmetic  computation.  The  calculators,  by  facilitating  easy  solutions  once  prob- 
lems are  set  up,  allow  the  student  on  any  level  to  concentrate  on  the  concepts  of  the  mathematical 
process.  In  addition,  the  course  in  statistics,  now  in  its  third  year,  hopes  to  spark  student  interest 
by  applying  math  to  the  practical  world.  Finally,  an  expanded  student  tutoring  program,  coordi- 
nated by  Senior  Janet  Blau,  has  provided  a  useful  service  to  struggling  pupils. 


Foreign  Languages 


The  Language  Department,  although  it  offers  no  required  courses,  has  long  been  one  of  the 
most  stable  departments  at  Wayland.  This  is  mainly  due  to  its  fine  faculty  and  its  appealing  curric- 
ulum. Since  all  language  courses  are  taken  on  the  students'  own  volition,  the  department  has 
found  it  imperative  to  maintain  high  standards  and  to  cater  to  the  students'  intellectual  needs  and 
curiosity.  This  year,  both  the  modern  language  and  the  classical  studies  courses  have  modified 
classroom  materials.  Further  changes  have  been  made  in  the  large  group  room,  L-l;  audio-visual 
equipment  and  theatrical  lighting  have  been  added,  enabling  the  department  to  have  a  formal 
speaker  program,  plays,  and  other  dramatic  and  cultural  presentations.  This  will  also  allow  the 
department  greater  flexibility  in  its  curriculum. 

Although  the  Language  Department  contains  both  the  classical  languages  and  the  modern  lan- 
guages, the  department  continues  to  function  as  a  cohesive  unit.  In  November,  the  entire  depart- 
ment, along  with  the  corresponding  language  clubs,  recreated  a  Medieval  Banquet,  an  effort  which 
had  never  previously  materialized.  The  Medieval  Week  which  followed  included  a  number  of 
guest  speakers,  as  well  as  unique  film  and  videotape  presentations. 

The  Language  Department  hopes  to  provide  all  students  at  Wayland  High  School  with  the 
opportunity  to  learn  about  the  languages,  literature,  and  culture  of  Western  Civilization.

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Physical  Education 


The  words  "physical  education"  have  begun  to  take  on  a  new  meaning  at  Wayland  High  within 
the  past  few  years.  Students  are  rapidly  becoming  condition  conscious;  more  aware  of  the  whys 
and  hows  of  physical  training  thanks  to  a  widened  curriculum  and  the  adoption  of  a  new  teaching 
method  associated  with  the  School  Planning  Educational  Communications  System. 

The  SPECS  program  is  a  relatively  new  concept  designed  to  develop  within  each  student  a 
greater  degree  of  proficiency  and  competence  in  a  particular  sport.  It  also  attempts  to  give  a  pupil 
enough  knowledge  about  a  sport  for  him  to  really  appreciate  it  outside  of  school.  This  year  tennis 
and  badminton  classes  were  set  to  the  SPECS  model,  and  after  a  period  of  initial  adjustment, 
Department  Head  Bowers  believes  the  program  is  a  success. 

In  conjunction  with  the  implementation  of  SPECS,  the  department  has  taken  steps  to  provide 
as  many  "life-time"  sports  as  possible,  resulting  in  such  classes  as  conditioning  and  orienteering. 
This  year,  aerobics  and  jazz  dance  were  offered  to  students  for  the  first  time.  Fencing  has  also  been 
refined.  These  classes  tend  to  stress  individual  effort  rather  than  using  the  traditional  team  sport 
approach.

Occupational  Education 


The  Occupational  Education  department  offers  such  courses  as  Home  Economics,  Industrial 
Arts,  Work  Study  and  Independent  Study,  and  business  courses.  These  programs,  which  have  been 
very  productive  for  students  in  past  years,  have  been  successfully  continued  this  year.  Home  Eco- 
nomics, Industrial  Arts,  and  the  business  courses  give  students  the  option  to  elect  useful  and  inter- 
esting courses  outside  of  the  expected  majors.  The  work  study  program  gives  the  student  an 
opportunity  to  receive  credit  for  holding  a  job  outside  of  school,  and  independent  study  offers  the 
student  the  alternative  of  working  outside  the  classroom. 

Recently  the  occupational  education  department  has  begun  to  allow  students  to  elect  business 
courses  earlier  in  their  high  school  careers.  This  year,  Accounting  I  has  been  offered  to  Freshmen, 
and  next  year  Stenography  will  be  opened  to  Sophomores.  In  addition,  two  new  teachers  are  work- 
ing in  the  Occupational  Education  department  this  year:  Ms.  Joanne  Smith  in  Stenography  and 
Ms.  June  Ward  in  Home  Economics.  Both  are  filling  in  for  teachers  on  leaves  of  absence.

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Fine  Arts 

The  Fine  Arts  Department  holds  classes  in  Art,  Music  and  Performing  Arts  such  as  chorus  and 
concert  choir,  orchestra,  marching  and  concert  band,  stage  band,  and  chamber  music.  As  usual,  the 
Fine  Arts  Department  is  meeting  with  much  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  students  and  teachers  this 
year;  Arts  I,  II,  and  III  (studio  arts),  Art  IV  (crafts),  crafts  minor  and  drawing  minor,  among 
others,  are  offered.  For  music  enthusiasts,  Music  I  and  Music  Theory  classes  are  available.  Many 
changes  are  planned  for  next  year,  including  the  replacement  of  the  Art  History  course  with  a 
sculpture  minor,  and  the  formalizing  of  art  workshop,  an  independent  study  program  which  gives 
students  the  opportunity  to  receive  credit  for  art  lessons  outside  of  school.  In  the  music  depart- 
ment, a  new  class  called  Contemporary  Music  Techniques  will  be  added.  It  will  be  a  music  com- 
position class  using  wynthesizers  and  other  un-traditional  instruments. 

This  year  the  Fine  Arts  Department  is  in  the  fourth  year  of  a  five-year  capital-outlay  plan, 
which  involves  buying  new  instruments  in  order  to  have  a  good  catalogue  of  the  instruments  that 
most  students  can't  afford  to  buy  themselves.  A  new  pair  of  tympanies  were  bought  this  year,  and 
hopefully  next  year  we  will  be  receiving  new  porta-shells. 


Media  Center 


This  year  the  Media  Center  acquired  a  new  director,  Mr.  Larry  Barsh,  who  coordinates  media 
services  for  grades  K-12  in  Wayland.  Mr.  Barsh,  along  with  the  full-time  Library  Aides  and  part- 
time  student  helpers,  has  tried  to  keep  the  Media  Center  environment  friendly  and  non-prohibitive 
while  maintaining  enough  order  to  keep  the  peace  and  to  discourage  vandalism.  In  an  effort  to 
bridge  the  gap  between  the  academic  world  and  the  actual  world,  the  Media  Center  has  sponsored 
a  series  of  "Reality  Workshops"  or  informal  lectures  delivered  by  unusual  personalities  including 
a  psychic  and  representatives  from  Alcoholics  Anonymous.  The  former  upstairs  English  office 
was  converted  into  a  multi-purpose  room  where  teachers  can  offer  video  presentations  to  classes, 
and  which  is  also  used  for  slide  production,  for  other  kinds  of  media  production,  and  for  confer- 
ences. The  old  game  room  insures  optimum  privacy  for  students  who  wish  to  view  films  and 
slides  independently  of  the  classroom.  Overall,  the  Media  Center  has  once  again  proven  itself 
ultra-sensitive  to  changes  in  students'  needs  and  interests  by  adapting  to  account  for  these  changes.

The 
salute,  narrated  by  Donald  Duck,  Mickey 
Mouse  and  a  few  human  beings,  covered  a 
wide  range  of  Walt's  creations  and  produc- 
tions including  Snow  White  and  the  ever- 
popular  Seven  Dwarfs,  Cinderella,  Mary  Pop- 
pins,  Pinnochio,  Peter  Pan,  Winnie-the-Pooh 
and  a  host  of  others.

The  strongest  performance,  however,  was 
turned  in  by  director  Arlene  Leonhardt  who 
put  together  yet  another  solid  show  in  only 
six  short  weeks  of  rehearsal. 
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In  mid-November,  the  Drama  Club  presented  INHERIT  THE  WIND,  Lawrence  and  Lee's 
adaptation  of  the  renowned  Scopes  Monkey  Trial.  Under  the  seasoned  direction  of  Arlene  Leon- 
hardt,  a  transformed  Alfred  Escher  turned  in  a  superb  performance  as  the  dignified  Henry  Drum- 
mond,  whose  character  was  modeled  after  Clarence  Darrow.  Newly  bald  Chip  Bamberger  con- 
veyed magnificently  the  decay  of  the  once-vibrant,  now-decrepit  Matthew  Harrison  Brady  (drawn 
from  William  Jennings  Bryan).  Brian  A.C  Steel  in  the  role  of  Reverend  Jeremiah  Brown, 
preached  powerfully  against  the  evils  of  godless  Charles  Darwin.  Lewis  Chodosh,  as  the  caustic 
critic  E.  K.  Hornbeck,  and  Hetchen  Kreidl  as  the  bewildered  Rachel  Brown,  also  performed  aptly 
in  difficult  roles.  An  impressive  set  coordinated  by  stage  manager  Steve  Kirk,  lighting  wielded 
expertly  by  Kurt  Smith,  and  the  professional  makeup  job  of  graduate  Harold  Wilson,  combined 
with  the  actors'  able  portrayals  to  create  another  masterpiece  of  Wayland  drama.
